The certifl 
cates are ugiiust the silver, and it is iu tin 
nature of a trust, but the profit on tbe 
silver purchased, which amounts to $4,000, 
000, may be used.

A QUESTION OF JTL.AGS. 


The Bersaglieri, an 
Italian military 


organization of Sacramento, volunteered to 
participate ia the Presidential procession 
in that city. The company has two flags, 
the American aod the Italian, the latter 
being the colors of the company. 
The 


regulations of the company require that its 
colors shall always be carried in paiades, 
but the American fl»g is borne on the righl 
of the column, the place of honor. 
The 


company has heretofore paraded on the 
Fourth of July, Memorial Day aod Wash- 
ington's Birthday, carrying both flags, 
without causing comment, but on the pros 
ent occasion they were informed by the 
Marshal of the day that they shoald carry 
no flag but the stars and stripes. Tbe 
Captain of the company appealed to Mayor 
Oomstock and tbe ^Executive Committee 
without avail, as they sustained the order 
of the Marshal, and the company declined 
to parade. 


The Bersaglieri cannot understand why 


they should not be permitted to carry their 
colors on the present occasion as hereto- 
fore, and the restraining order of the Mar- 
shal has created much feeling in Italian 
circles, and the inquiry is made "if tho 
President is greater than the Fourth of 
July?" 


It 
does not seem exactly right to 


leave it to the discretion of whoever may 
be appointed Marshal of the day, whether 
military companies shall be permitted to 
carry private flags in publio parades. There 
ought to be State regulations prohibiting 
all military organizations from orrjing 
any flag in general professions, or on Na- 
tional holidays. Rave and except tbe stars 
and stripes. Then there oould be no mis- 
understanding on the subject, and the Ber- 
saglieri and similar organizitions would 
know, withont consulting Marshal-i of the 
day, what colors they would have to carry.

The Prince of Wales 
presided at the opening ceremonies. He 
wors the uniform of on Admiral of the 
British Navy. 
The entire passageway 


one-eighth of a mile long, leading to tbe 
spot from which the Prince of Wales de- 
clared tbe exhibition open, was lined by 
celebrated naval and military officers, to 
the rear of whom a strong force of Blue 
Jackets and marines presented arms as 


royal party pas-ted. 
Tbe Prince and 


Princess of Wales were conducted to the 
Dais, after which tbe Arohbishop of Cant- 
erbury came forward and nttered a prayer 
'or the success of the exhibition, tbe peace 
and prosperity of Ihe country and -the 
lealth of tbe royal family. 'The Prince of 
Wales then replied to the address of the 
officers, altar which Ihe Princess of Wales 
inrned a tiny switch in front of a minalure 
model of tbe Eddystone fight house. There 
was a flash from the top of the light house 
and tbe exhibition was formally declared 
open. 


The exhibition covers an area of over 


ifteon acres. A model of the Eddystone 
igbt bouse is lighted by electricity to the 
extent of half a million candle power. A 
esture of the exhibition is a full-siz-jd 
model of Nelson's famous fl»g"hip "Vic- 
ory," furnished throughout with guns and 
accoutrements of Nelson's day. 
On tbe 


ake it is proposed to give each day a 
mimic naval battle between minature iron 
3lad men-of-war, including torpedo attacks, 
nb marine mining fireworks, etc. In tbe 
arenn sailors will give exhibition drills, and 
he handling of naval machine guns will be 
bown. 
Tbe exhibition gnllery is divided into 


nine g.tileries, each nained after some celo- 
rated sailor. There are interesting col- 
ectione of old naval relics, and relics of 
ariona arctics exhibitions. The art section 
ontains the finest collection ol naval pic- 
ures ever brought together.

A Squaw Suspected of Being a Witch 


Cut to Pieces. 


A correipondent of the JOTJBNAL writes 


that the Flutes near Lovelocks killed a 
squaw known as Carson Charley's wife last 
Thursday, They first knocked her on the 
head with a hatchet nnd cut her throat. 
Then they out the body in pieced, which 
they put in barley sacks and carried off to 
the mountains. 
The Indians suspected 


the woman was a witch, and they aoonsed 
her of causing sickness in the tribe. 
The 


relatives of the sick having decided that 
Charley's wife had bewitched them, butch- 
ered her aa described, in accordance with 
the custom of the tribe. 


Several instances of this character are 


known to have taken place in Nevada 
Bioceits settlement by tbe whites, but the 
authorities rarely interfere. 
Perhaps if 


the method adopted by the Governor of 
Massachusetts in Colonial days to prevent 
the hanging and burning of witches was 
introduced among the Indians it might 
havo a beneficial effect. 
It was to punish 


the aocuaed and accuser exactly alike. 
Make an Indian understand that if be ac- 
cuses another of being a witch, and the 
witch is killed, he will suffer tbe same 
penalty, and snob butcheries as that at 
Lovelocks will cease. 


THB DEEPEST WELI,. 


It Is Being Bored In Pennsylvania. 
Some months ago ths Wheeling Devel- 


opment Company began drilling tt well 
near Wheeling, Pennsylvania, in search of 
oil or gas, and it determined to bore as far 
as possible. The Press *ays tbe bole has 
already reached the depth of 4,100 feet, 
within 500 feet of tbe deepest well in the 
world. 
In this distance a dozen of thick 


veins of coal have been passed, oil and gas 
both struck, but not in paying quantities, 
and gold quartz, iron and many other min- 
erals found. 
The hole is eight inches in 


diameter, and the largest in diameter of 
any deep well in tbe vorld. 


Professor White, Slute Geologist, was 


aent to Washington, where he succeeded itf 
getting tbe Government Geological Survey 
officers interested in the exploration, and 
the result is that the hole will be drilled to 
a depth of one mile. Than the Govern- 
ment will take up the work under the di- 
rection of two expert officers of tbe Geo- 
logical Survey and drill into the earth as 
far as homan skill can penetrate. 


The idea is to take the temperature and 


magnetic conditions as far as possible, and 
by means of an instrument constructed for 
the purpose, a complete record of the pro- 
gress and all discoveries made will be kept 
and will be placed in the Geological Survey 
exhibit at the World's Fair.

What a Correspondent fays of the Sys- 


tem. 


The Beluont Courier publishes the fol- 


lowing from a correspondent As attention 
hat heretofore been directed to the method 
of irrigation which it describes, and it has 
not been adopted to any great txUnt, it id 
doubtful if it is as beneficial as the coire- 
spondeot believes it to be, bit here is what 
he says: 


"Do you get any rain or enow in Ne- 


vada at any season? If BO I declare it is 
the most practicable tiling in the world to 
secure for each land owner a few acres of 
land so fertile and productive that snob 
acre will be worth five in any other country 
under common methods. 
Sub-irrigation 


must be your salvation. A ditch cut across 
a decline so as to catch all tbe water above 
and store it for use aa needed wiltjertilize 
all tbe land below, more and more, year 
by year. It is called the Cole system and 
is practicable in many parts of the nation. 
It is probable that you get much more 
water every year than is needed, but not at 
the right season. A very little suffices', if 
properly distributed, at the right time. 
Just let anyone try this wherever a little 
water falls yearly and behold the effect in 
the soil below the ditch. It is marvelous, 
and must redeem Nevada some ifay and 
make her a rich, agricultural St.ts. Time 
will force most of the Western States into 
the adoption of this system. 
This is ob- 


served by many practical agriculturists. 
Let one man adopt it and others will follow 
his example."

The king on seeing; me held 
out his hand and said to me in the most 
amiable—nay, the most affectionate- 
manner: "I am very glad to see you; 
both onr houses date from the same 
epoch. 
My ancestors were more clever 


than yours; had it been the reverse, you 
would say to me today, 'Take a chair, 
come hero near me, let us speak of our 
affairs'; whereas today it is I who say to 
you, 
'Sit down and let us talk.' " 


I very soon did my uncle, the arch- 


bishop of Rheims. the pleasure of re- 
peating to him the compliments paid by 
the king to our family. I repeated them 
the same evening to the emperor of 
Russia, who was at Couipiegne, and who 
with much kindness asked me if I was 
satisfied with tho king. These were his 
own words. 
I have not been weak 


enough to relate tho opening of this in- 
terview to any other pez-son.—Talley- 
rand's Memoirs in Century.
